01ty of Austir, to the outer face of the curb as follows: the west face of the ocurbd
on the east side of Congress Avenue shall be twelve (12) feet west of and parallel
to the established east line of Congress Avenue.

No pert of the pllasters or west well of the bullding above the sidewalk

grade shall extend west of the esteblished eapt line of Congress Avenue.

(2) That the sidewalk shall be construoted in accordance with the following
specifica£ions: The edge of the sidewalk adjacent to the building shall be supported

with girders and columns of suffiocient size and reinforcement to carry the dead




weight of the sidewalk slab, a live load of two hundred and fifty (250) pounds
per square foot over the sidewalk and any superimposed dead or live loads over
sald supporting girders and columns, to the sidewalk or bullding foundation. The
sildewalk shall be constructed of a reinforced concrete slab of at lemst & inoches
in thiockness and reinforced with 5/8 inch round reinforoing bars, spaced not
more than 5 inches center to center. The outeide edge of the sidewalk ehall be
supported and the earth under the street held back with a reinforoced oonorete
retaining wall, at least 12 inches in thloknese and not more than 12 feet in
helght ,measured from tﬁe top of the basement floor to the bottom of the sidewalk
elab, end ghall be reinforced with at least 3/% inoh round reinforoing dars,
spaced not more than 12 inoches center to ocenter, and % inoh round spacer bars, -
not more than 24 inches center to ocenter, with st leaet two 3/4 inoh round re-
inforoing bare in the base of the retalning wall running pearallel to it. |

The finished surface of the sidewalk shall have at least a wood float finish,
the finieh coat to be poured monolithic with the top slab, or Af not poured
monolithic with the elab the finish coat whioch ehall De not lese than 3/% inoh
in thickneee shall be applied the same day that the top alab is poured. No coarse
aggregete shall be vieible after surface has been finished.

All dimensione and quantitiee of reinforoced concrete and reinforoing steeel
in the above desoribed conetruetion are based upon the aseumption that the con=
ocrete shall test at leapst 2,000 pounde per square inoh in compressive strength
28 days after pouring, and that reinforcing steel eshall test a sufficient tensile
strength to give an allowable working strees of 20,000 pounds per square inoh.

(3)That said Oontractor will be requized to change the sidewall and retaining
wall lines where, in the opinion of the Oity Engineer, it becomes neceeseary to do
80, to allow any pipes, conduits, etorm water intakes and the like to extend
east of the Oongreés Avenue éurd line ee set forth. Where the retalning wall is
offset to0 pass around any of the above desoribed pipee, oconduite and storm water
intakes, a thloknees of 12 inohes in the wall shall be maintained, whioh same to
be reinforoed with 3/4 inoh round reinforoing bare, spaced not mere than 12 inches
center to center. Where the sidewalk elab passes over any pipeh, ocondulte, storm-
water intakes, and the like, the same ehall be supported by beams, or supporbting
members of aﬁple eize and proper reinforcement to oarry the dead and live load
antioipéted in the sidewalk design to the footings or retaining wall foundations,
without placing a strain upon any pipes, conduits, storm-water intakes, and the
like.

(4)I2 at any time before the sidewalk is constructed the work of ereoting the
bullding is abandoned, smid Austin National Bank and its ocontractor, by the
acceptance and employment of the privileges herein granted, neverthelese are
obligated to construct the sidewalk to completion upon notice from the COity
Meneger of the City of Austin, Texas, to do so, said oonstruction to be in
accordance with attached plan and specifications, and to the full satisfaction
and approval of the 0ity Manager and abcoiding to the contractors separate written
agreement and bond with the City, irrespective of the fact that bullding activi-
ties may have ceased; and in the event that buildihg activities have ceased,sald
Austin National Bank and Qontractor shall in addition, comstruct & reinforced
concrete guard rail not less than four and one-half (Ud) feet in height along
the west property line of eaid Lots 2 and 3 in Block 56, the design of seid
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guard rails to be approved by the Oity Manager.
